T he rebels were soon down at the 


r iv e r again, ami declared their Inten­ 
tion to hold the position u ntil they 
could get their field gu ns in from the 
m o u ntains and reinforcem ents cou ld 
arriv e.

horses and camped for the night w here 
the fight occu rred.

bu t a sh ort time, less than an hou r, 
and only the federal infa ntry entered 
the fight.

The bill also provides for the sum of j 
$25.000 annually to be used for the 
maintenance of the hospital, which is 
to be operated in connection with the 
Indiana university school of medicine 
in this city. 
It provides that the hos­ 
pital shall be located in Military park, 
but this provision is not mandatory, as 
final selection of a site i.j to be made 
by a commission headed by Dr. Long. 
The senate passed the .McCarty bill 
providing for medical inspection in 
the schools.

A bill providing that Indiana shall j 
celebrate in 1916 the centenn al of her J 
admission into the Union by the dedi- j 
cation of a state educational building. I 
to be erected on ground n< ar the siate- 
house to tie selected by a special com­ 
mission. was passed. 
The bill was drafted along lines in­ 
dicated by Governor Marshall, who 
recommended yi bis message that the 
centennial be celebrated by the erec­ 
tion of a substantial state building in­ 
stead of appropriating money for cen­ 
tennial ceremonies.

D ogfish Do Not Feed on Lob sters. 
It has long been accepted in Nova ; 
Scotia that the dogfish fed to a eon I 
fdderahle extent upon the lobster, but 
an investigation made not long since 
by scientific men at the rendering 
works at Clark’s harbor showed con 
elusively that such is not the case. Of 
the millions of dogfish put through the 
crusher one only showed the presence 
of lobster, and that was a small piece. 
The dogfish swarm ordinarily near the 
surface and eat nothing but what they 
first snap into morsels; therefore it is 
difficult to imagine how they could do 
this with the lobster in full armor. Al­ 
though the dogfish is a great pest and 
destroys thousands of dollars’ worth 
of fish, there were 110 indications that 
they feed to any extent on lobsters. 
On the other hand, the investigation 
showed that tin* skate, which is only 
a ground fish, was very destructive of 
this particular kind of shellfish.—Con­ 
sular Report.

More than a hundred persons went 
from 101 Paso in autos Sunday to the 
near vicinity of the fighting.
